You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Evans  Memorial  Building  (Town 
Hall)  in  the  Town  of  Eaton,  County  of  Carroll  on  Tuesday  the  twelth  of 
March,  1985  at  one  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects  here  inafter  set  forth.  The  polls  shall  open  for  balloting  at  1:00 
P.M.,  or  as  soon  thereafter  as  the  Moderator  calls  the  meeting  to  order 
and  declares  a  quorum  present.  Voting  on  Article  1  shall  be  by  official 
ballot.  The  remaining  articles  on  the  Warrant  shall  be  acted  upon  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening. 

ARTICLE  #1 
To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year  ensuing. 

ARTICLE  #2 

To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to  defray  town 
charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appropriations  of  the  same.  In- 
cluding town  officers  salaries,  town  officers  expenses,  other  buildings. 
Social  Security,  police  department,  fire  department,  insurance,  civil 
defense,  health  department,  vital  statistics,  town  dump,  town 
maintenance  (summer  and  winter  highway  subsidy  and  general  ex- 
penses), street  lighting,  town  poor,  and  old  age  assistance,  recreation, 
cemeteries  and  interest,  planning  and  zoning,  legal  expenses.  Capital 
Reserve  and  unemployment  compensation. 

ARTICLE  #3 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in 
anticipation  of  taxes,  if  necessary. 

ARTICLE  #4 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  administer  or 
dispose  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax  Collector 
Deeds,  reference  RSA  80:42 
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ARTICLE  #5 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  for,  accept,  and  expend  such 
Federal,  State,  or  other  governmental  unit  or  private  source  fo  funding 
which  becomes  available  during  the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA 
31:95-b.

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EATON'S  TOWN  MEETING 

1984 
The  annual  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  N.H.  was  called  to 
order  on  March   13,    1984  at  8:00  PM  with  Ellsworth  T.   Russell  as 
Moderator. 

Mr.  Russell  read  the  "Call  to  Meeting"  and  the  Articles  of  the 
Warrant. 

The  first  order  of  business  was  the  swearing  in  of  the  officers  elected 
under  Article  1  which  was  on  the  ballot.  Elected  to  office  were: 

Moderator  for  three  years Ellsworth  T.  Russell 

Selectman  for  three  years Francis  S.  Gospodarek 

Treasurer  for  three  years Holly  B.  Fortin 

Tax  Collector  for  three  years  Charles  W.  Hurll

Supervisor  of  Checklist  -  six  years Grace  T.  Fowler 

Auditor  for  one  year Douglas  K.  Blue 

Highway  Commissioner  for  one  year Elwyn  R.  Thurston 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  -  three  years Barbara  McKenzie 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  -  two  years Allan  Robotham 

Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  -  one  year David  Baxter 

Also  appointed  and  sworn  in  was  Donald  McBrien  as  Civil  Defense 
Director. 
The  School  Officials  elected  were:

Article  #26A  was  withdrawn  by  the  Selectmen  as  per  office  of  At- 
torney General  as  possibly  illegal  and  subject  to  challenge. 

Article  2.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved,  and  Paul  Hennigan  seconded, 
to  raise  the  sum  of  $98,620.90  as  printed  in  the  budget.  Paul  Hennigan 
then  proposed  an  Amendment  as  follows:  "under  General  Govern- 
ment, Planning  and  Zoning,  to  increase  the  $1000  stated  appropriation 
to  $1,500.00,  thereby  increasing  the  total  budget  appropriation  to 
$99,120.90.  This  $500.00  to  be  allocated  for  the  sole  purpose  of  updating 
and  amending  the  Eaton  Master  Plan  as  provided  for  under  RSA  674:1." 
This  was  seconded  by  Alex  McKenzie.  Voted  on  and  accepted  44-0. 
Sam  Head  called  to  our  attention  that  $6,000.00  was  in  the  budget 
under  Capital  Reserve  Fund  and  also  the  same  $6,000.00  was  in  the  War- 
rant under  Article  13.  The  Selectmen  stated  that  this  item  in  the  budget 
was  in  error,  as  any  payment  to  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  has  to  be  in 
the  Warrant  every  year  and  voted  on.  This  was  discovered  too  late  to 
delete  it  from  the  Budget.  The  Selectmen  would  like  to  strike  out  this 
$6,000.00  from  the  budget. 
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A  motion  to  further  amend  this  article  by  striking  out  the  payment  to 
the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  in  the  amount  of  $6,000.00  was  made  by  Sam 
Head,  seconded  by  Barbara  McKenzie,  voted  on  and  accepted  45-4. 

Article  2  with  amendments  1  &  2  was  then  voted  on  with  the  amount 
of  total  appropriations  $93,120.90.  This  was  accepted  47-0. 

Article  3.  Barbara  McKenzie  moved  to  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize 
the  Selectmen  to  borrow  money  in  anticipation  of  taxes,  if  necessary. 
Sam  Head  seconded.  Accepted  45-0. 

Article  4.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  ad- 
minister or  disperse  of  any  real  estate  acquired  by  the  Town  through  Tax 
Collector  Deeds,  ref.  RSA  80:42.  Alex  McKenzie  moved  to  adopt  with 
correction  of  word  "disperse"  to  be  changed  to  "dispose".  Paul  Hen- 
nigan  seconded.  Carried  46-0. 

Article  5.  Joan  Simonds  moved  to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to 
authorize  for,  accept,  and  expend  such  Federal,  State  or  other  Govern- 
ment Unit  or  private  source  of  funding  which  becomes  available  during 
the  year  in  accordance  with  RSA  31:95b.  Donald  McBrien  seconded.  Ac- 
cepted 44-0. 

Article  6.  Barbara  McKenzie  moved  to  see  whether  or  not  the  Town 
will  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  investigate  and  contract  in  the  name  of 
the  Town  for  the  disposal  of  solid  waste  generated  in  the  Town,  with 
private  contractor(s)  lasting  for  a  term  of  years  at  such  price  and  other 
terms  as  the  Selectmen  deem  prudent  and  reasonable  acting  in  their  sole 
discretion  and  capacity.  Paul  Hennigan  seconded.  Passed  46-0. 

Article  7.  Paul  Hennigan  moved  and  Charles  Hurll  seconded  to  see  if 
the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Selectmen  to  convey  to  William  J. 
Burns  and  Nancy  E.  Burns  all  the  Town's  interest,  if  any,  in  the  former 
Snowville  Schoolhouse  Lot  located  on  the  southeast  side  of  the  road 
leading  from  Eaton  Center  to  Snowville,  which  was  conveyed  by  the 
Eaton  School  District  to  Arthur  and  Alice  Evans  in  1960,  and  by  the 
Evanses  to  William  J.  and  Nancy  E.  Burns  in  1968.  The  purpose  of  this 
conveyance  being  to  confirm  the  Burns'  title  to  this  property. 

The  question  was  asked  if  there  was  something  wrong  with  the 
original  deed.  The  Selectman  answered  that  the  lawyer  for  the  Burns 
had  run  into  a  snag  and  that  the  Selectmen  had  run  into  a  snag  too.  The 
original  record  from  the  School  District  apparently  has  been  destroyed. 
Harry  Fowler  stated  he  was  the  auctioneer  for  the  School  District  at  the 
time  the  property  was  sold  to  Arthur  Evans.  If  this  article  is  accepted, 
the  Selectmen  will  give  a  Quit  Claim  deed  to  the  Burns  from  the  Town. 
Voted  on  and  passed  45-0. 
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Article  8.  Paul  Hennigan  moved  to  accept  the  article  as  read  and  Bar- 
bara McKenzie  seconded.  Then  Alexander  McKenzie  proposed  the 
following  with  amendment  underlined:  To  see  if  the  Town  will 
authorize  the  Selectmen  to  trade  in  the  Town's  Mobile  Radio  Unit  for  a 
portable  Walkie-Talkie  Unit  with  nickel  cadmium  battery  and  charger 
equipped  with  crystals  for  communications  with  the  NH  State  Police, 
the  Carroll  County  Sheriff's  Department,  the  Conway  Fire  Department, 
and  our  Civil  Defense  radios;  or  to  make  any  other  suitable  ar- 
rangements for  updating  our  Public  Safety  communications,  and  to  see 
if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  a  sum  of  $1,300.00,  pending  the 
authorization  of  the  above  agencies  and  licensing  by  the  Federal  Com- 
munications Commission.  Seconded  by  Donald  McBrien.  Barbara 
McKenzie  moved  and  Charles  Hurll  seconded  that  Article  8  be  accepted 
as  amended.  Carried  44-0.  Robert  Thurston  offered  to  buy  any  of  the  old 
equipment  we  couldn't  use  at  the  Trade-in  price. 

Article  9.  Charles  Hurll  moved  and  Barbara  McKenzie  seconded  "  to 
see  if  the  Town  will  authorize  the  Treasurer  to  appoint  a  deputy  with  ap- 
proval of  the  Selectmen,  said  deputy  to  be  sworn  in,  have  the  powers  of 
the  Treasurer,  and  may  be  removed  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Treasurer." 
Carried  44-0. 

Article  10.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved,  Barbara  McKenzie  seconded, 
to  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  the  Eaton  Conservation  Com- 
mission to  retain  the  unexpended  portion  of  its  1984  receipts,  said  funds 
to  be  placed  in  a  special  Conservation  Fund.  lAW  RSA  36,  A:5.  Carried 
44-0. 

Article  11.  Alexander  McKenzie  moved  and  Eugene  Kleinmeier 
seconded,  to  see  if  the  Town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$20,000.00,  $10,000.00  of  which  is  already  in  a  Capital  Reserve  Fund,  for 
the  revaluation  of  the  Town,  such  revaluation  to  be  conducted  by  the 
Appraisal  Division  of  the  Department  of  Revenue  Administration,  and 
further  to  authorize  the  withdrawal  of  $10,000.00  from  the  Capital 
Reserve  Fund  established  for  the  above-mentioned  purpose.  Passed 
42-2.

Jonathan  expounded  upon  this  article,  quoting  increased  costs,  etc.,  of 
the  Seabrook  Plant.  Mr.  McKenzie  said  he  feels  this  is  a  ploy  of  Chris 
Spirou  to  further  his  political  career  since  he  wants  to  run  for  Governor. 
Passed  21-14.

TOWN  OF  EATON  PLANNING  BOARD 

Simplistic  systems  to  manage  land  division  and  use  have  given  way  to 
lengthy  ordinances  and  regulations. 

Today,  zoning  ordinances,  to  retain  their  validity,  must  be  based  on  a 
comprehensive  plan,  a  reflection  of  the  planning  board's  recommenda- 
tions for  the  desirable  development  of  the  territory  within  its  jurisdic- 
tion. Because  legislative  statutes  and  court  decisions  continually  foster 
more  rule-making,  we  must  recognize  that  this  regulatory  process  re- 
quires your  administrators,  at  the  local  level,  to  consider  all  the  complex- 
ities inherent  to  the  system,  such  as:  provide  for  growth;  encourage 
development;  ensure  realistic  opportunity  in  all  facets  of  endeavor;  sup- 
port individual  rights;  recognize  the  will  of  the  majority;  and  eliminate 
that  which  is  discriminatory,  exclusionary,  restrictive,  prejudicial, 
limited,  and  rights  denying. 

A  zoning  ordinance  implements  the  Master  Plan.  Consistency  bet- 
ween the  two  is  essential,  and  their  conformity  with  the  law  a  require- 
ment. The  Eaton  Master  Plan  Review  Committee  by  completing  the  data 
collecting  stage  of  its  task,  is  now  involved  with  the  review,  analysis, 
and  recommendation  procedures  preparatory  for  presentation  to  the 
planning  board.  Citizen  interest  and  participation  in  the  Committee's  ef- 
forts is  appreciated.  Such  resident  response  will  contribute  markedly  to 
a  quality  Master  Plan. 

The  authority  given  to  the  planning  board  by  the  townspeople  in  July, 
1984,  to  adopt  Site  Plan  Review  regulations  is  expected  to  be  exercised 
by  Town  Meeting  day,  or  shortly  thereafter. 

To  facilitate  reviewing  and  understanding  existing  zoning  in  the  town, 
we  have  edited  and  consolidated  the  ordinance  and  its  amendments  for 
presentation  in  the  Town  Report.

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REPORT  OF  THE  TOWN  FOREST  FIRE  WARDEN 
AND  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

Our  first  forest  fire  prevention  law  was  enacted  by  our  State 
Legislature  90  years  ago.  This  early  law  set  in  place  a  cooperative  forest 
fire  prevention  and  suppression  effort  between  city  and  town  govern- 
ments and  State  government.  It  simply  stated  that  no  open  fire  could  be 
kindled,  when  the  ground  is  free  of  snow,  without  the  written  permis- 
sion of  the  town/city  Forest  Fire  Warden.  This  law  also  stated  that 
anyone  kindling  a  fire  without  written  permisson  shall  be  liable  for  the 
damage  caused  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

During  the  past  90  years,  this  law  has  worked  so  well  that  it  has  re- 
mained unchanged.  All  open  fires  when  the  ground  is  not  covered  with 
snow  must  be  authorized  by  the  local  Forest  Fire  Warden.  Persons  kindl- 
ing a  fire  without  a  permit  when  one  is  required  are  liable  for  damages 
caused,  fire  suppression  costs  and  subject  to  a  $1,000  fine. 

This  cooperative  fire  prevention  law  has  contributed  significantly  to 
our  nationally  recognized  annual  forest  fire  loss  record.

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EATON  CONSERVATION  COMMISSION 
1984 

Having  been  donated  the  necessary  funds,  the  Commission  moved 
closer  to  completing  its  survey  of  town  lands.  The  survey  includes  iden- 
tifying property  lines  and  timber  types  with  an  eye  towards  future 
timber  sales.  Forest  Land  Improvements  of  Chocorua  was  contracted  for 
that  purpose  and  will  be  finalizing  their  work  this  winter. 

There  was  no  commercial  blueberry  crop  as  such  on  Foss  Mountain 
proper,  but  a  satisfactory  yield  was  harvested  off  Brooks  Pasture  (see 
1984  Financial  Statement  for  monetary  value  of  harvest).  It  was  reported 
that  the  previous  year's  high  yield  resulted  in  a  glut  in  the  market  lower- 
ing the  1984  price  of  blueberries.  The  Commission  was  also  involved  in 
deciding  which  horticultural  practices  should  be  carried  out  in  the 
blueberry  fields  which  are  on  Town  Land. 

Interest  in  preserving  the  lown's  wetlands  played  a  key  role  in  this 
year's  Commission  activities,  when  it  was  called  upon  to  review  and  act 
on  a  dredge  and  fill  case  and  an  excavation  application  case. 

The  Commission  was  sorry  to  lose  the  knowledge  and  amiability  of  its 
Commissioner  Roland  L.  Toppan.  He  will  be  missed. 

Commission  Alexander  A.  McKcnzie  also  stepped  down  after  many 
years  of  service  and  dedication.  The  Commission  will  surely  miss  his  ex- 
pertise and  all  the  time  and  energy  he  so  unselfishly  gave. 

The  Commission  welcomes  Louise  Gray  and  Philip  Evans  as  new 
members,  looking  forward  to  new  ideas  and  points  of  view.  Filling  the 
vacancy  of  Secretary  was  Richard  R.  Fortin. 

This  year  again  was  short  in  finding  any  Eaton  students  interested  in 
the  Society  for  the  Protection  of  New  Hampshire  Forest's  Conservation 
Camp.  Ground  work  was  done  to  establish  a  promotional  program  af- 
filiated with  the  school  system  in  hopes  of  generating  interest  for  the 
coming  year. 

The  Commission  recognizes  the  appeal  Foss  Mt.  has  to  townspeople 
as  well  as  to  visitors  and  continues  to  keep  a  close  watch  on  the  condi- 
tion of  the  trail  to  the  summit,  to  ensure  irreparable  damage  does  not  oc- 
cur because  of  high  use. 

As  provided  under  its  bylaws,  regular  meetings  of  the  Commission 
are  held  at  7:30  p.m.  on  the  second  Monday  of  each  month  from  April 
through  November  at  the  Eaton  Town  Hall.  Special  meetings  are  given 
advance  public  notice.  All  meetings  are  by  law  open  to  the  public.  The 
Commissioners  welcome  active  participation,  especially  by  residents 
and  taxpayers.

EATON  SPECIAL  TOWN  MEETING 

The  Special  Town  Meeting  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  NH  was  called  to 
order  on  Thursday  July  12,  1984  at  1:00  PM  by  Moderator  Ellsworth  T. 
Russell.  The  polls  were  declared  open  for  balloting  at  that  time  until  6:00 
PM  on  Article  I,  which  was  by  official  ballot.  Articles  II  &  III  of  the  War- 
rant to  be  acted  upon  at  7:30  PM. 
ARTICLE  I: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  authorize  and  empower  the  Planning 
Board  to  review,  and  approve  or  disapprove  site  plans  for  the  develop- 
ment of  tracts  for  non-residential  uses  or  for  multi-family  dwelling  units, 
which  are  defined  as  any  structures  containing  more  than  two  dwelling 
units,  whether  or  not  such  development  includes  a  subdivision  or  a 
resubdivision  of  the  site. 

If  this  Article  shall  pass,  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Town  Clerk  to  file 
with  the  Register  of  Deeds  of  Carroll  County  a  Certificate  of  Notice 
showing  that  the  Planning  Board  has  been  so  authorized,  giving  the 
date  of  such  authorization. 

Upon  passage  of  this  Article,  and  before  exercising  its  powers  under 
this  Article,  the  Planning  Board  shall  adopt  Site  Plan  Review  Regula- 
tions according  to  the  procedures  required  by  RSA  675:6  which  shall: 

(a)  Provide  the  procedures  that  the  Board  shall  follow  in  reviewing 
site  plan; 

(b)  Define  the  purposes  of  site  plan  review; 

(c)  Specify  the  general  standards  and  requirements  with  which  a 
proposed  development  shall  comply;  and 

(d)  Include  provisions  for  guarantees  for  performance  including 
bonds  or  other  security. 

At  7:30  PM  the  Special  Town  Meeting  was  again  called  to  order  by  the 
Moderator  to  act  on  Articles  II  &  III. 

The  result  of  the  afternoon  polling  on  Article  I  was  announced.  68 
votes  were  cast;  45  Yes;  and  23,  No.  The  Article  was  declared  accepted. 
ARTICLE  II  was  read  as  follows: 

To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of 
$6000.00  for  the  purchase  of  the  equipment  storage  shed  on  Town  pro- 
perty, adjacent  to  the  Highway  Department  Garage. 

Moderator  Russell  also  read  the  State  laws  re  Special  Town  Meetings. 
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RSA  31:5,  "No  money  shall  be  raised  or  appropriated  or  shall  any  ap- 
propriations previously  made  be  reduced  or  rescinded  at  any  special 
town  meeting  except  by  vote  by  ballot,  nor  unless  the  ballots  cast  be 
equal  in  number  to  at  least  one  half  of  the  number  of  legal  voters  borne 
on  the  check  list  of  the  town  at  the  annual  or  biennial  election  next 
preceding  such  special  meeting;  and  such  check-list  shall  be  used  at  any 
meeting  upon  the  request  of  ten  legal  voters  of  the  town." 
There  were  194  legal  registered  voters  on  the  check-list  at  the  Regular 
Town  Meeting  on  March  13,  1984;  therefore  97  ballots  must  be  cast 
tonight,  for  this  Article  to  be  approved  or  disapproved.  The  voting  will 
be  by  "yes"  or  "no"  written  ballots,  from  the  time  the  discussion  on  the 
Article  ends  until  9:00  PM  at  which  time  the  ballots  will  be  counted.  If 
there  are  less  than  97  votes  cast,  the  Article  will  be  thrown  out  and  will 
have  to  go  on  the  Warrant  at  the  next  Town  Meeting. 
Alexander  McKenzie  moved  the  adoption  of  Article  II  as  printed;  David 
Works,  seconded.  Mr.  McKenzie  asked  if  the  building  was  needed  and 
useful  to  the  Town.  Selectman  Hurley  finds  a  need  for  the  building  to 
keep  sand  and  materials  and  make  it  easier  for  winter  vehicles. 
Road  Commissioner  Elwyn  Thurston  answered  that  it  is  used  for  the 
storage  of  wood  which  is  used  to  heat  the  Town  Garage,  snow  plows, 
fuel  for  school  bus,  etc.,  but  cannot  see  paying  $6000.00  for  it. 

John  Gospodarek  asked  who  owns  the  building  now  and  who  is  using 
it  at  the  present  time.  Moderator  Russell  answered  :"Who  owns  the 
building?  The  structure,  I  believe,  was  built  when  Mr.  Heath  was  Road 
Commissioner,  and  as  far  as  I  know  he  owns  the  material  (that  went  into 
the  building)  but  the  Town  owns  the  land  it  is  on.  The  Town  is  using  it 
now  somewhat. 

Claudia  Sundman:  What  will  happen  to  it  if  we  do  not  vote  the  money 
for  the  building.  The  Moderator  answered  that  the  selectmen  and  the 
alleged  owner  would  have  to  get  together.  Then  Mr.  McKenzie  asked  if 
the  Selectmen  have  any  idea  of  what  it  would  cost  to  build  a  structure  of 
this  size  and  type  in  case  this  is  not  available  and  we  have  to  build  one. 
Selectman  Young  answered  that  it  would  cost  about  $4,000  to  $5,000  in 
materials  alone,  plus  labor.  About  $6,000  to  $7,000  in  all  to  replace  or 
duplicate. 

Mary  Gospodarek:  Are  there  town  minutes  or  records  as  to  any  agree- 
ment? Application  to  build,  etc.?

John  Gospodarek:  Who  paid  for  materials?  According  to  what  we  just 
heard  the  Town  of  Eaton  is  the  owner  of  the  land  it  is  built  on  and  the 
Town  of  Eaton  Highway  Department  wanted  to  have  it  built  so  it  must 
belong  to  the  Town  of  Eaton.  Right?  The  Moderator  asked  if  the  material 
was  not  purchased  by  Mr.  Heath  and  the  Selectmen  answered  that  that 
was  correct.  Selectman  Hurley:  The  statement  that  was  made  out  on 
Jan.  20,  1984  and  submitted  to  the  Board  of  Selectmen  on  Feb.  07,  1984 
was  for  "carriage  shed  next  to  garage  for  material  and  labor:  $6,000.00." 

Samuel  Head:  The  Town  of  Eaton  never  paid  a  cent  for  construction  of 
this  building. 

Mr.  Henney:  If  we  vote  this  down,  then  I  think  Mr.  Heath  should  be 
allowed  to  come  on  Town  Property  and  take  his  building  away  to  do 
what  he  wants  to  do  with  it. 

Mr.  McKenzie:  When  we  appropriate  a  sum  of  money  that  is  the  max- 
imum amount  that  can  be  spent.  Sometimes  in  the  case  of  negotiations, 
things  don't  cost  quite  as  much  as  the  reasonable  estimate  we  use  in  the 
Warrant.  I  would  assume  that  the  Selectmen,  if  we  pass  this  article, 
would  be  within  their  rights  to  spend  the  $6000,  but  I  would  suppose 
that  they  would  consider  all  angles,  and  it  might  turn  out  that  the  Select- 
men could  procure  this  building  for  something  under  the  $6,000.00.  The 
Selectmen  concurred  and  Mr.  Hurley  stated  the  main  purpose  of  theis 
meeting  as  requested  at  the  Annual  Meeting  and  why  this  special 
meeting  was  here  this  evening  was  for  the  voters  of  the  Town  to  decide 
the  issue. 
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Carol  Mayhofer  asked  if  the  building  was  erected  for  Mr.  Heath's  own 
use,  and  if  this  was  the  case,  could  the  Town  charge  him  rent  for  his  use 
of  the  building.  The  Moderator  answered  that  the  building  in  question 
has  been  used  by  two  Road  Commissioners  for  storage  of  some  of  their 
own  equipment,  which  they  use  for  Town  purposes. 

Mrs.  McKenzie:  Apparently  there  is  a  need  of  this  building,  and  it  is 
put  to  good  use  by  the  Town,  and  regardless  of  the  legalities  of  who  it 
belongs  to,  I  would  feel  very  badly  if  we  accepted  something  for  nothing 
from  Mr.  Heath.  It  would  appear  that  if  he  took  it  away  and  we  had  to 
replace  it,  it  would  cost  the  Town  the  same  amount  at  least. 

Selectman  Gospodarek:  It  doesn't  appear  that  there  is  too  much  ques- 
tion from  talking  with  the  Selectmen  who  were  around  then,  that  the 
building  belongs  to  the  Town.  That  was  the  understanding  that  they 
remember  it  was  built  on.  There  is  nothing  in  writing.  Perhaps  Mr. 
Heath  would  like  to  speak  on  this  question  (Mr.  Heath  did  not  choose  to 
speak).  But  I  would  say  it  is  a  question  of  whether  or  not  Mr.  Heath  gets 
the  money  he  has  put  into  the  construction,  materials  and  labor.  It  really 
isn't  a  question  of  who  owns  the  building.  The  building  is  on  Town  pro- 
perty, it  was  built  with  the  understanding  it  belonged  to  the  Highway 
Department.  Mr.  Heath  is  not  the  Highway  Department  and  he  never 
was.  He  was  an  employee  of  the  Town. 

Mr.  Head:  I  think  it  is  a  question  of  whether  Mr.  Heath  should  be  paid 
for  his  material,  etc.  I  consider  it  a  convenience,  rather  than  a  necessity, 
but  if  the  Townspeople  think  we  should  have  it,  then  Mr.  Heath  should 
be  paid. 

Joan  Simonds:  If  the  Town  owns  it,  why  do  we  have  to  buy  it? 

Mr.  Moderator:  We  have  never  paid  for  it. 

Mr.  McKenzie:  To  a  former  Selectmen  that  I  talked  to  and  who 
couldn't  be  here  tonight,  it  was  as  simple  as  "Richard  should  be  paid!" 

At  8:00  PM  the  balloting  started.  Polls  closed  at  9:00  PM. 
There  were  87  votes  cast;  47,  Yes;  40,  No.  Lacking  10  votes  of  the  re- 
quired 97,  the  article  is  thrown  out.  No  decision. 
Article  III: 
To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally  come  before  this 
meeting. 

Stephen  Biddle  moved  that  the  meeting  be  adjourned.  Seconded  by 
Leona  Hurley.  So  voted.  Meeting  adjourned  at  9:15.

PRINCIPAL'S  REPORT 

by  David  Hawkins 

The  1960's  brought  a  new  nvwireness  and  concern  about  the  quality  of 
the  air  and  water  that  we  all  breathe  and  drink.  "Environmentalists" 
was  a  new  word  for  many  Americans,  and  their  cautions  and  protests 
caused  many  of  us  to  stop  and  look  around.  Industry  was  swept  along 
the  path  of  innovation  and  awareness,  and  spent  heavily  to  extend  their 
smokestacks  high  into  the  atmosphere  to  ensure  improved  air  quality  in 
their  home  tt)vvns.  A  sincere  attempt  to  ensure  a  cleaner  environment 
for  future  generations  created  a  new  er  and  bigger  problem  of  acid  rain. 

Educators  too  have  followed  a  similar  path,  where  each  generation 
spends  heavily  to  cure  the  prtiblems  of  the  past.  Well-meaning  but  over- 
ly zealous  innovators  create  problems  that  will  need  addressing  in  the 
future.  Like  a  pendulum  swinging  to  and  fro,  we  have  witnessed  the 
building  of  larger  schools,  a  mvriad  of  teaching  machines,  language 
labs,  and  assorted  gadgets  to  make  teaching  easier.  At  the  same  time 
schools  are  being  asked  to  carry  more  and  more;  i.e.,  social  work,  eye 
and  dental,  and  parenting  skills. 

In  the  recent  past,  the  news  media  has  been  awash  with  the  need  for 
school  reform.  There  was  a  great  public  outcry,  and  educators  across  the 
country  were  renewed  for  nt>w  the  problems  that  they  faced  every  day 
were  gaining  public  attention.  But,  as  time  moved  on,  it  became  ap- 
parent that  any  change  will  come  in  the  form  of  past  practices;  mandates 
from  the  state  as  to  the  length  of  day  and  school  year. 

Americans  for  years  have  been  grass  roots  in  nature  and  have 
demonstrated  time  and  again  that  positive  change  always  starts  at  the 
bottom  and  works  its  way  up.  Detroit  has  finally  learned  that  by  listen- 
ing to  the  people  in  the  trenches,  quality  of  the  products  improves  and 
the  people  on  the  line  feel  better  about  themselves  and  their  product. 
American  educators  must  learn  that  to  bring  about  positive  and  long 
lasting  change;  new  standards  must  be  introduced  as  a  means  of  im- 
provement, not  the  quick  fix  mechanical  improvements  that  are  impos- 
ed from  the  top. 

The  Conway  Elementary  School  is  proud  to  be  in  the  forefront  of  long 
lasting  educational  change.  We  are  pleased  that  the  New  Hampshire 
Report  on  Excellence  in  Education  recommended  many  of  the  same  pro- 
grams and  approaches  already  in  place  at  Conway  Elementary  School. 
Without  a  doubt,  there  is  much  left  to  do,  and  we  intend  to  continue 
pursuing  those  areas  that  will  bring  about  improved  quality  of  oppor- 
tunity for  your  child.  It  is  our  purpose  to  achieve  these  goals,  not  by  the 
swing  of  a  pendulum,  but  by  steady,  continued  growth  in  the  improved 
quality  of  our  programs. 
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SUPERINTENDENT'S  REPORT

THINGS  ARE  LOOKING  UP 

This  has  been  a  banner  year  for  education,  both  here  in  SAU  #9  and  in 
the  nation.  The  concern  for  college  board  scores  that  have  declined 
steadily  for  20  years,  was  eased  a  bit  when  nationally  the  scores  improv- 
ed this  year.  Nationally,  the  improvement  was  by  two  points.  Here  in 
Kennett  High,  our  scores  went  up  by  54  points. 

I  do  not  believe  college  board  scores  are  the  best  way  to  evaluate 
school  quality,  nor  am  I  sure  that  this  change  in  the  scores  in  Kennett  is  a 
permanent,  nonreversible  event,  but  the  news  is  heartening.  The  New 
Hampshire  state  average  scores  continued  to  be  the  highest  in  the  na- 
tion; and  for  first  the  time  in  many  years,  we  beat  the  New  Hampshire 
average  scores.  I  am  very  proud  of  the  students,  parents,  and  teachers 
that  caused  this  improvement. 

This  year,  we  instituted  for  the  first  time  in  several  years  a  comprehen- 
sive testing  system  for  our  elementary  schools.  This  testing  battery 
measures  Aptitude  (mental  capacity)  and  Achievement  (how  much  the 
student  has  learned). 

Using  this  system,  we  had  hoped  not  only  to  measure  whether  we 
were  above  or  below  national  norms,  but  how  well  our  students  do  com- 
pared to  what  they  are  capable  of  doing.  We  found  some  problems  at 
some  grades  in  some  subjects.  Generally,  we  will  have  to  work  harder  in 
the  areas  of  number  facts,  capitalization,  punctuation,  and  spelling. 
However,  even  in  these  areas,  the  tests  revealed  that  by  the  time  the 
students  arrived  in  the  seventh  grade,  when  considered  as  a  group,  they 
were  not  only  above  the  national  averages,  but  their  performance  in  ac- 
tual academic  subjects  had  exceeded  what  could  be  predicted  based  on 
their  ability. 

The  complete  program  of  studies  was  redone  this  year  at  the  high 
school.  In  addition,  the  high  school  English  curriculum  is  being  revised 
as  is  the  7-12  science  curriculum  and  the  K-12  computer  curriculum.  We 
are  convinced  that  this  effort  will  lead  to  a  better  program  for  all 
students  at  all  four  levels  of  study  at  the  high  school.  We  have  rein- 
troduced the  seven  period  requirement  in  science  for  students  in  the  col- 
lege entrance  and  advanced  level.  We  have  made  the  offerings  in  the 
three  junior  highs  the  same  in  science,  so  that  the  students  from  Bartlett 
and  Tamworth  will  be  able  to  compete  with  the  Kennett  students  at 
every  level  of  challenge.  We  have  increased  the  number  of  400  level  (ad- 
vanced) courses  in  science  from  one  per  year  to  five.  We  have  added  an 
advanced  topics  in  science  course  and  several  courses  for  the  non- 
college  bound.

In  English,  we  have  begun  a  three  year  phase  out  of  most  of  our  elec- 
tive programs.  The  eventual  course  structure  in  English  will  have  all 
ninth  graders  start  with  a  course  invt)lving  a  major  emphasis  on  writing, 
grammar,  and  vocabulary.  The  tenth  graders  will  study  British 
literature,  the  eleventh  graders  will  study  American  literature  while  they 
are  taking  American  History,  and  the  twelfth  grade  will  focus  on  world 
literature.  At  every  grade  these  courses  will  be  offered  at  four  levels  of 
difficulty,  and  there  still  will  be  a  few  electives. 

We  will  be  increasing  the  graduation  recjuirements  in  social  studies 
from  two  to  three  years.  Every  student  will  take  courses  in  citizen- 
ship/economics and  American  History.  There  will  be  electives  in 
geography,  psychology  and  sociology/anthropology,  hi  the  foreign 
languages,  we  have  added  an  advanced  course  in  conversational 
French. 

The  Vocational  Education  Department  is  combining  its  two  wood  pro- 
grams. It  is  adding  a  second  computer  class,  as  well  as  making  the  first 
course  a  requirement  for  all  students.  In  Home  Economics,  we  are  ad- 
ding a  course  in  commercial  cooking.  We  will  also  be  trying  out  a  course 
in  horticulture  in  our  vocational  agriculture  program  to  see  if  we  can  en- 
courage students  to  enroll  in  it.  The  business  program  will  substantially 
increase  its  offerings  next  year 

We  are  adding  a  requirement  in  health  education  and  a  course  require- 
ment in  art  or  music.  We  have  revised  the  art  and  music  programs 
substantially.  Both  departments  are  pleased  with  the  changes.  The 
physical  education  requirement  has  been  increased  from  V4  to  one  full 
credit.  Accordingly,  we  have  focused  our  efforts  on  one  full  year  course 
for  all  freshmen  5  days  per  week. 

Students  will  be  able,  in  the  new  program,  to  get  pluses  and  minuses, 
and  not  just  straight  letter  grades.  Students  in  the  advanced  programs 
will  be  allowed  to  take  supplementary  courses  in  art,  music,  and  the 
vocational  program,  without  hurting  their  standing  in  the  class.  The  re- 
mainder of  the  program  of  studies  will  be  relatively  unaffected. 

These  changes  will  bring  us  into  compliance  with  the  new  State  stan- 
dards and,  with  the  possible  exception  of  meeting  the  arts  requirement , 
may  be  accomplished  without  adding  a  single  new  staff  member.  I  am 
very  proud  of  the  department  chairmen  and  the  high  school  staff  for 
their  success  in  assembling  this  new  program  of  studies. 

The  year  has  been  a  good  one  on  a  number  of  other  fronts  as  well. 
Nearly  all  of  our  athletic  teams  are  doing  as  well  or  better  than  they  have 
in  recent  years.  Debbie  Ayers  was  named  New  Hampshire  Art  Educator 
of  the  Year.  We  will  hosting  the  first  New  Hampshire  State  Scholastic 
Art  Competition  for  students  in  grades  6-12.  We  are  hosting  the  All  State 
Band  Competition.

In  Tamworth,  the  library  was  developed  within  the  budget,  the  front 
energy  efficient  windows  were  added,  and  we  were  able  to  hire  a  part- 
time  librarian.  The  curriculum  at  Freedom  continues  to  take  better  form. 
Bartlett's  school  community  newsletter  emerged  from  the  Mott  Founda- 
tion grant.  Jackson's  exit  test  for  sixth  graders  was  rec]uested  by  the 
overseas  schools  because  thev  were  so  impressed  with  this 
"homegrown"  product.  The  Pine  Tree  School  has  been  taking  the  lead 
in  the  "school  effectiveness"  research.  Conway  Elementarv  School  has 
been  working  on  a  plan  to  assure  the  safety  of  all  children  in  SAU  -9 
against  childnappers.  John  Fullei'  School  has  continued  to  put  its  em- 
phasis on  reading  and  writing  skills. 

I  invite  you  to  come  see  your  schools.  The  students  are  better 
disciplined  than  they  have  been  in  vears.  The  schools  are  cleaner.  The 
food  is  better.  We  do  try  harder,  and  it  has  been  one  fine  year  for  your 
schools.

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TOWN  OF  EATON  ZONING  ORDINANCE  OF  1973 

ARTICLE  I 

A.  Preamble:  For  the  purpose  of  properly  conserving  and  utilizing 
the  lands  and  waters  of  Eaton,  promoting  the  health,  safety,  morals, 
prosperity,  convenience  or  general  welfare,  providing  for  efficient  and 
economical  administration  of  town  affairs,  and  preserving  the  rural 
character  of  Eaton,  the  following  ordinance  is  hereby  enacted  by  the 
voters  of  Eaton  by  authority  of  Chapters  672,  673,  674,  675,  676  and  677 
(formerly  Chapters  31  and  36)  of  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  An- 
notated 1983  as  amended  and  by  every  other  authority  thereto  enabling. 

B.  Title:  This  ordinance  shall  be  known  and  may  be  cited  as  the 
Town  of  Eaton  Zoning  Ordinance  of  1973,  hereafter  called  "this  or- 
dinance". 

ARTICLE  II 

A.  Districts:  For  the  purpose  of  this  ordinance  the  Town  of  Eaton  is 
divided  into  the  following  three  (3)  zoning  districts,  hereafter  called 
"district": 

Village  (V)  District 

Rural  Residential  (RR)  District 

Wetland  Conservation  (WC)  District 

B.  Zoning  Map:  The  zoning  districts  listed  above  shall  be  bounded 
as  shown  upon  the  map  entitled  "Town  of  Eaton  Zoning  Map  of  1973", 
which  map  is  attached  hereto  and  made  part  of  this  ordinance  and  is 
hereafter  called  the  "Zoning  Map",  and  the  "Town  of  Eaton  Wetland 
Conservation  District  Map  of  1979".  The  above  two  maps  are  considered 
and  made  part  of  this  ordinance. 

C.  Master  Plan:  The  Planning  Board  shall  prepare,  adopt  and 
amend  from  time  to  time  a  master  plan  of  the  town  as  defined  in  Revised 
Statutes  Annotated  Chapter  674:  1,  2,  3  and  4  (formerly  Chapter  36:13) 
which  shall  among  other  things,  guide  and  accomplish  the  purposes  of 
this  zoning  ordinance  as  set  forth  in  the  preamble  above.  The  Planning 
Board  shall  prepare  said  master  plan  with  all  possible  diligence  and  in 
any  case  shall  have  prepared  and  adopted  said  master  plan  no  later  than 
one  (1)  year  from  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  ordinance. 


D.  Boundaries:  Unless  otherwise  indicated,  boundaries  of  zoning 
districts  and  in  the  master  plan  are  the  center  line  of  highways  and 
streets,  the  middle  of  the  channel  of  waterways  or  bodies  of  water,  or 
where  such  boundary  is  also  a  town  boundary  then  to  the  limits  of  such 
town  boundary.  Where  boundaries  are  so  indicated  as  paralleling  the 
centerline  of  highways  or  streets,  such  boundaries  shall  be  interpreted 
as  parallel  thereto  and  at  the  distance  therefrom  as  shown  on  the  zoning 
map  and  master  plan.  Any  boundary  within  ten  (10)  feet  of  a  property 
line  shall  be  considered  as  the  property  line.  Where  no  dimension  is 
given  on  the  zoning  map  or  master  plan,  distances  shall  be  determined 
by  use  of  the  scale  of  the  map  or  plan. 

ARTICLE  III 

INTERPRETATION  AND  APPLICATION 

A.  Interpretation:  In  interpreting  any  provision  of  this  ordinance,  it 
shall  be  held  as  the  minimum  requirement.  Whenever  any  requirement 
of  this  ordinance  is  at  a  variance  with  the  requirements  of  any  statute  or 
any  other  lawfully  adopted  rules,  regulations  or  ordinances,  the  most 
restrictive, or  that  imposing  the  highest  standards,  shall  govern. 

B.     Application: 

1.  The  provisions  of  this  ordinance  shall  apply  to  all  uses,  structures 
and  lots  within  the  Town  of  Eaton.  Whenever  any  existing  use  or  struc- 
ture is  not  in  conformity  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance  at  the  time 
of  its  enactment,  it  may  continue  to  exist  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Ar- 
ticle VI  hereof. 

2.  Commencement  of  any  use  not  listed  as  permitted,  as  a  special  ex- 
ception or  constituting  an  approved  variance  shall  be  prohibited  after 
the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  IV 

GENERAL  PROVISIONS 

The  following  provisions  shall  apply  to  all  zoning  districts: 

A.     Land  Usage: 

1.  No  land  or  water  in  Eaton  may  be  used  for  any  trade,  industry,  ac- 
tivity or  use  that  may  be  obnoxious  or  offensive  by  reason  of  the  produc- 
tion or  emission  of  dust,  odor,  smoke,  refuse  matter,  fumes,  noise, 
vibration  or  similar  conditions,  or  that  is  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the 
comfort,  peace,  enjoyment,  health  or  s'afety  of  the  community  or  the  im- 
mediate neighborhood  or  lending  to  its  disturbance  or  annoyance. 
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2.  No  land  or  water  area  in  Eaton  may  be  used  as  a  junk  yard  or 
storage  place  for  unregistered  vehicles  unfit  for  use  on  the  highway, 
second-hand  unusable  machinery,  scrap  materials  or  any  other  used 
second-hand  articles  the  accumulation  of  which  is  detrimental  or  in- 
jurious to  the  neighborhood. 

3.  No  land  or  water  in  Eaton  may  be  used  as  a  placement  for  any  signs 
except  for  highway,  safety  and  regulatory  purposes  and  those  for  enter- 
prises conducted  in  Eaton,  and  in  no  case  shall  any  sign  exceed  in  area 
eight  (8)  square  feet.  No  person,  firm  or  business  shall  be  permitted  to 
erect  more  than  three  (3)  signs  exclusive  of  those  on  the  premises  where 
such  product,  facility  or  service  is  offered,  and  that  in  no  case  shall  any 
such  off  premises  signs  exceed  in  area  four  (4)  square  feet  (as  amended 
3/14/78). 

4.  All  sanitary  systems  shall  be  constructed  and  maintained  in  accor- 
dance with  standards  set  and  enforced  by  the  New  Hampshire  Depart- 
ment of  Health  and  the  New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution 
Control  Commission,  whichever  is  the  more  restrictive. 

B.  Lot  Sizes  and  Areas:*  Each  lot  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
zoning  ordinance  for  the  district  wherein  the  lot  is  located  and  shall  be  in 
conformance  withTable  1,  in  order  to  protect  the  town  agaist  the  danger 
of  health,  safety  and  prosperity  occasioned  by  the  lack  of  municipal 
water  and  sewer  and  to  prevent  the  excessive  expenditure  of  public 
funds  for  the  supply  of  such  services. 

1.  Table  1  contains  the  required  minimum  lot  sizes  for  specific  soils 
and  slopes  for  single  family  residences  of  not  more  than  four  bedrooms. 

2.  Soil  type  of  a  lot  shall  be  as  delineated  by  the  National  Cooperative 
Soil  Survey  in  the  "Soil  Survey  of  Carroll  County,  New  Hampshire", 
issued  December,  1977.  When  a  request  is  made  for  redefinition  stating 
that  a  soil  type  of  a  lot  has  been  incorrectly  delineated,  the  Board  of  Ad- 
justment shall  determine  which  lot  size  in  Table  1  applies.  The  Board  of 
Adjustment  shall  make  their  judgment  under  this  section,  only  upon  the 
determination  by  the  Carroll  County  Conservation  District  that  the  in- 
formation contained  in  the  "Soil  Survey  of  Carroll  County"  is  incorrect. 

3.  The  slope  of  the  land  shall  be  determined  by  reference  to 
topographic  information  provided  by  a  Registered  Land  Surveyor  or 
Professional  Engineer.  Areas  where  the  slope  is  greater  than  25%  may 
not  be  used  to  fulfill  the  minimum  lot  size. 

4.  Wetlands  may  not  be  used  to  fulfill  part  of  the  minimum  lot  size. 


5.  Lake  Shore  Areas:  In  lake  shore  areas,  minimum  lot  sizes  for  each 
soil  type  shall  be  increased  by  33V3%  of  the  minimum  requirement  as 
stated  in  Table  1. 

6.  In  subdivisions  where  a  community  water  supply  and/or  communi- 
ty wastewater  systyems  is  (are)  to  be  provided,  minimum  lot  sizes  may 
be  decreased  by  33y3%  of  the  minimum  requirements  as  stated  in  Table 
1. 

7.  Lot  sizes  for  Residential  5  to  10  bedrooms:  Minimum  lot  sizes 
shall  be  proportionally  larger  than  the  minimum  lot  size  given  in  Table  1 
by  the  following  formula: 

Lot  Size  =  N/4  X  lot  size  from  Table  1.  N  is  the  number  of  bedrooms. 

8.  Lot  sizes  for  commercial  and/or  residential  (over  ten  (10) 
bedrooms):  Lot  sizes  will  be  determined  by  the  application  of  the  for- 
mula: 

Lot  Size  =  Q  (gpd) 
(in  acres  2000  (gpd)  acre 
X 

Lot  size  indicted  soil  type  Table  1 
35,000  Square  Feet 

Q  —  gallons  of  wastewater  discharged  per  day. 

Lot  sizes  for  commercial  and/or  residential  (over  ten  (10)  bedrooms) 
shall  not  be  less  than  the  minimum  stipulated  in  Table  1. 

*Adopted  3/11/80. 

9.  Every  lot  shall  have  a  minimum  frontage  of  two  hundred  (200)  feet 
upon  a  state,  town,  or  private  highway  serving  more  than  one  owner. 

10.  A  lot  abutting  a  lake  or  pond  shall  have  a  minimum  shore  frontage 
of  two  hundred  (200)  feet,  measured  in  a  straight  line  between  points  of 
intersection  of  the  side  lot  lines  with  the  shoreline  at  normal  high  water.

C.  Yards:  Each  dwelling  or  other  building  unit  shall  be  set  back  at 
least  sixty  (60)  feet  from  the  center  of  the  highway  upon  which  it  fronts, 
at  least  thirty  (30)  feet  from  any  property  line,  and  shall  be  at  least  sixty 
(60)  feet  from  the  nearest  adjoining  dwelling  unit. 

D.  Parking:  Adequate  off-street  parking  space  will  be  provided  for 
each  use,  and  will  conform  to  the  following  standards: 

1.  Residences  —  Off-street  space  for  each  dwelling  unit. 

2.  Commercial  and  Industrial  Uses  —  One  square  foot  of  off-street 
parking  space  for  every  square  foot  of  floor  space. 

E.  Maximum  Building  Height:  In  no  instance  shall  any  dwelling, 
office  or  industrial  building  be  over  two  and  one-half  (IVi)  stories  or  for- 
ty (40)  feet  in  height. 

F.  Mobile  Homes:  Mobile  homes  may  be  permitted  in  the  Rural 
Residential  District  under  the  terms  and  conditions  listed  below  in  addi- 
tion to  any  other  terms  and  conditions  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  re- 
quire. 

1.  No  lot  shall  have  more  than  one  mobile  home  on  it. 

2.  In  addition  to  compliance  with  state  and  federal  regulations  or  re- 
quirements, a  mobile  home  shall  have  a  minimum  length  of  sixty  (60) 
feet  and  a  minimum  width  of  twelve  (12)  feet. 

3.  Sewage  disposal  systems  must  comply  with  all  requirements  of  the 
New  Hampshire  Water  Supply  and  Pollution  Control  Commission  and 
all  local  health  and  other  requirements. 


4.  Mobile  homes  must  be  fully  skirted  and  placed  on  a  permanent 
foundation  within  thirty  (30)  days  of  entry  into  the  municipality;  all 
mobile  homes  shall  be  less  than  four  (4)  years  of  age  at  the  time  of  ap- 
plication for  a  permit. 

G.  Recreational  Vehicles:  Recreational  Vehicles  may  be  permitted 
in  the  Village  and  Rural  Residential  Districts  under  the  terms  and  condi- 
tions listed  below: 

1.  Recreation  Vehicles  may  be  occupied  on  a  lot  for  not  more  than 
forty-five  (45)  days  within  a  calendar  year.  At  all  other  times.  Recrea- 
tional Vehicles  must  be  unoccupied  and  kept  in  an  inconspicuous  place, 
either  under  cover,  or  out  of  sight  of  public  ways. 

2.  No  lot  shall  have  more  than  one  Recreational  Vehicle  per  Dwelling 
Unit  stored  on  it.  Tenting  and  Recreational  Vehicle  Areas  are  excepted. 

ARTICLE  V 

ZONING  DISTRICT  REGULATIONS 

A.     VILLAGE  DISTRICT  ZONE  —  V 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  V  District:  (The  District 
shall  consist  mainly  of  residences,  community  buildings  and 
neighborhood  businesses.) 

1.  Permitted  Uses: 

a.  Dwellings  of  no  more  than  two  (2)  units. 

b.  Neighborhood  stores  for  sale  of  goods  at  retail,  service 
establishments  providing  neighborhood  services  but  excluding 
automobile  sales,  services  and  storage. 

c.  Public  buildings,  theatres  and  other  places  of  public  assembly. 

d.  Accessory  buildings  and  uses. 

e.  Antique  shops,  restaurants,  offices  and  banks. 

f.  Production  of  goods  sold  at  retail  on  the  premises  such  as 
bakeries,  handcrafts  and  the  like. 


2.  Special  Exceptions:  The  following  uses  may  be  permitted  if  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  after  a  public  hearing  and  due  notice  to  abuttors 
find  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood 
and  that  in  each  case  it  has  an  adequate  water  supply  and  sewer  system 
and  meets  all  applicable  requirements  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire: 

a.  Hospitals,  rest  homes  and  convalescent  homes  provided  they 
are  located  on  a  lot  of  four  (4)  acres,  plus  two  thousand  (2000) 
square  feet  of  land  for  each  sleeping  room  or  ward. 

b.  Hotels,  motels,  inns,  cabins  or  other  transient  lodgings  provid- 
ed that  they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  four  (4)  acres  plus  two  thou- 
sand (2000)  square  feet  of  land  area  for  each  sleeping  unit. 

B.     Rural  Residential  District  Zone  —  RR 

The  following  regulations  shall  apply  to  the  RR  District:  (It  shall  be 
mainly  a  district  of  farms,  residences  and  woodlands.) 

1.  Permitted  Uses: 

a.  Farms. 

b.  Roadside  stands  for  the  sale  of  farm  products. 

c.  Woodlots. 

d.  Stables  and  riding  academies. 

e.  Plant  nurseries  and  greenhouses. 

f.  Dwellings  of  no  more  than  two  dwelling  units. 

g.  Churches  and  public  buildings. 

h.  Home  occupations  and  professional  offices  accessory  to 
residences. 

i.  Commercial  enterprises  existing  on  the  date  of  the  enactment 
of  this  ordinance. 

j.  Gravel  pits  operated  in  the  Jackson  Forest  by  the  Town  of 
Eaton  exclusively  for  its  own  use.  (Adopted  3/8/1983) 


2.  Special  Exceptions:  The  following  uses  may  be  permitted  if,  the 
Board  of  Adjustment  after  a  public  hearing  and  due  notice  to  the  abut- 
tors  find  the  same  will  not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the 
neighborhood  and  that  in  each  case,  they  have  an  adequate  water  supp- 
ly and  sewer  system  and  meet  all  applicable  requirements  of  the  State  of 
New  Hampshire. 

a.  Veterinary  hospitals  and  commercial  kennels. 

b.  Restaurants. 

c.  Tenting  or  Recreational  Vehicle  areas,  providing  that  they  are 
located  on  a  lot  of  at  least  four  (4)  acres,  plus  two  thousand 
(2000)  square  feet  of  land  area  for  each  sleeping/dwelling  unit. 

d.  Retail  sales  of  antiques,  art  pieces,  crafts  and  handiwork  when 
an  accessory  use  to  residence. 

e.  Research  laboratories,  small  industries  employing  not  over 
twenty  (20)  persons  or  similar  activities. 

f .  Hotels,  motels,  inns,  cabins  or  other  transient  lodgings  provid- 
ed that  they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  four  (4)  acres  plus  two  thou- 
sand (2000)  square  feet  of  land  area  for  each  sleeping  unit. 

g.  Hospitals,  rest  homes  and  convalescent  homes,  provided  that 
they  are  located  on  a  lot  of  at  least  four  (4)  acres,  plus  two  thou- 
sand (2000)  square  feet  of  land  for  each  sleeping  room  or  ward. 

C.    Wetland  Conservation  District,  Zone  WC  (Adopted  3/11/80) 

1.  District  Boundaries: 

a.  The  Eaton  Wetland  Conservation  District  is  hereby  determined 
to  be  those  areas  identified  and  delineated  as  poorly  drained  or 
very  poorly  drained  soils  by  the  National  Cooperative  Soil 
Survey  in  the  "Soil  Survey  of  Carroll  County,  New  Hamp- 
shire" issued  December  1977.  The  Eaton  Wetland  Conserva- 
tion District  as  herein  defined  is  shown  on  a  map  or  maps 
designated  as  the  Town  of  Eaton  Wetland  Conservation 
District  Map  of  1979. 

b.  Wetlands  Incorrectly  Delineated.  When  a  request  is  made  for 
redefinition  of  an  area,  stating  that  it  has  been  incorrectly 
delineated  as  a  wetland;  or  that  an  area  not  so  designated  was 
subsequently  found  to  meet  the  criteria  for  wetland  designa- 
tion, the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  determine  whether  the 
regulations  contained  herein  have  application. 


The  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  make  their  judgment  under  this  section 
only  upon  the  determination  by  the  United  States  Department  of 
Agriculture,  Soil  Conservation  Service,  on  the  basis  of  additional  on-site 
investigation  or  other  suitable  research  that  the  information  contained 
on  the  Town  of  Eaton  Wetland  Conservation  District  Map  is  incorrect. 
This  evidence  shall  be  acceptable  only  when  presented  in  written  form 
by  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  to  the  municipality. 

2.  Permitted  Uses: 

Permitted  uses  are  those  that  will  not  require  the  erection  or  construc- 
tion of  any  structure  or  building;  will  not  alter  the  natural  surface  con- 
figuration by  the  addition  of  fill  or  by  dredging;  and  that  otherwise  are 
permitted  by  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Such  uses  may  include  the  follow- 
ing or  similar  uses: 

a.  Forestry  —  Tree  Farming; 

b.  Agriculture  —  cultivation,  grazing  and  harvesting  of  crops  ac- 
cording to  recognized  soil  conservation  practices; 

c.  Water  well  supplies,  including  covers  or  similar  hardware  for 
wells; 

d.  Drainage  ways,  including  but  not  limited  to  natural  drainage 
ways; 

e.  Wildlife  refuge; 

f .  Parks  and  recreation  uses  consistent  with  the  purpose  and  in- 
tent of  this  Ordinance; 

g.  Conservation  areas  and  nature  trails; 

h.  Open  spaces  as  permitted  or  required  by  the  Subdivision 
Regulations  and  the  Zoning  Ordinance  except  that  not  more 
than  twenty-five  percent  (25%)  of  such  area  may  be  located  in 
the  Wetland  Conservation  District. 

3.  Special  Exceptions: 

Special  exceptions  may  be  granted  by  the  Board  of  Adjustment  for  the 
following  uses  within  the  Wetland  Conservation  District: 
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a.  Streets,  roads,  and  other  access  ways  and  utility  rights  of  way 
easements  including  power,  communication  and  pipe  lines  if 
essential  to  the  productive  use  of  land  so  zoned  and  if  so 
located  and  constructed  as  to  minimize  any  detrimental  impact 
of  such  uses  upon  the  wetlands; 

b.  The  undertaking  of  a  use  not  otherwise  permitted  in  the 
Wetland  Conservation  District,  or  otherwise  altering  the  sur- 
face configuration  of  the  land,  if  it  can  be  shown  that  such  pro- 
posed use  will  not  conflict  with  the  purposes  and  intentions  of 
this  District,  and  if  such  proposed  use  is  otherwise  permitted 
by  the  Zoning  Ordinance.  Proper  evidence  to  this  effect  shall 
be  accompanied  by  the  findings  of  a  review  by  the  Carroll 
County  Conservation  District; 

c.  Replacement  for  any  existing  failed  septic  system. 
4.  Special  Provisions: 

a.  No  septic  tank  shall  be  placed  closer  than  seventy-five  (75)  feet 
from  any  wetland,  and  steel  tanks  shall  not  be  used; 

b.  Newly  constructed  or  enlarged  leach  fields  shall  be  no  closer 
than  one  hundred  twenty-five  (125)  feet  to  any  wetland; 

c.  Inclusion  of  wetland  areas  within  residential  lots  in  order  to 
meet  minimum  lot  areas  or  yard  requirements  is  not  permitted. 


5.  Soil  Types: 

The  soil  types  that  the  Soil  Conservation  Service  has  determined  in  its 
field  mapping  surveys  to  be  poorly  drained  or  very  poorly  drained  soils 
include  the  following:

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ARTICLE  VI 
NONCONFORMING  USES  AND  STRUCTURES 

1.  If  a  lawful  building,  structure  or  use  exists  when  this  ordinance 
is  enacted,  which  would  not  be  allowed  under  the  provisions 
of  this  ordinance,  the  same  may  nevertheless  be  continued  so 
long  as  it  remains  otherwise  lawful. 

2.  Any  structure  damaged  by  fire,  deterioration  or  other  casualty 
to  the  extent  of  seventy-five  percent  (75%)  or  more  of  its 
replacement  cost  as  of  the  date  of  damage  shall  not  be 
reconstructed  or  used  except  in  conformity  with  this  or- 
dinance; provided  that  the  Board  of  Selectmen  may  permit  the 
reconstruction  or  use  of  such  building  or  structure  substantial- 
ly as  it  was  prior  to  destruction  upon  finding  that  the  same  will 
not  be  detrimental  or  injurious  to  the  neighborhood.  If  for  any 
reason  this  permit  is  not  granted  such  damaged  structure  shall 
be  removed  to  clear  ground  level  and  put  into  safe  condition 
within  one  (1)  year  following  the  date  of  damage.  Any  time 
after  the  expiration  of  said  one  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen 
may  cause  such  removal  to  be  done  at  the  expense  of  the 
owner. 

3.  Nothing  herein  shall  prevent  the  completion  of  any  plans,  con- 
struction or  intended  use  of  premises  for  which  an  unexpired 
permit  was  issued  prior  to  the  date  of  the  enactment  of  this  or- 
dinance. All  building  or  use  permits  shall  have  one  year  expira- 
tion dates  and  shall  be  subject  to  renewal. 

ARTICLE  VII 

ADMINISTRATION  AND  ENFORCEMENT 

A.  Duty:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  is  hereby  granted  the  power, 
authority  and  duty  to  administer  and  to  enforce  this  ordinance. 

B.  Permits:  After  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance,  it  shall  be 
unlawful  to  change  the  nature  or  extent  of  the  use  of  any  structure  or  lot, 
erect  and  use  any  structure,  sign  or  building,  or  alter  the  size  of  any 
building,  or  relocate  any  building  (except  an  accessory  farm  building)  in 
any  district  without  first  obtaining  a  permit  from  the  Board  of  Select- 
men. 
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C.  Remodeling:  No  permit  shall  be  required  for  remodeling  or 
repairing  where  the  purpose  for  which  the  building  or  structure  is  to  be 
used  is  not  changed  or  where  the  existing  exterior  walls  are  not  to  be 
altered. 

D.  Enforcement:  The  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  recover  in  the  name 
of  the  Town  of  Eaton  reasonable  attorney's  fees  and  all  other  costs 
where  it  prevails  in  the  enforcement  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance 
or  the  collection  of  any  sums  of  money  due  to  the  Town  of  Eaton  under 
any  provision  of  this  ordinance. 

ARTICLE  VIII 

BOARD  OF  ADJUSTMENT 

A.  Creation:  The  Board  of  Adjustment  created  by  Article  VI  of  the 
Land  Use  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  adopted  March  10,  1970, 
shall  be  a  continuing  body  and  become  the  Board  of  Adjustment  of  this 
ordinance.  It  shall  have  the  composition,  terms,  duties  and  authority  set 
forth  in  New  Hampshire  Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapters  673, 
674,  676,  677  (formerly  Chapter  31).  The  Board  shall  hold  public  hearings 
on  all  cases  properly  before  it  and  shall  give  reasonable  public  notice 
thereof  and  reasonable  notice  by  mail  to  all  owners  of  property  within 
200  feet  of  the  exterior  boundaries  or  property  involved.  The  Board  may, 
before  acting  on  a  matter,  refer  it  to  the  Planning  Board  for  review  and 
recommendation.  The  granting  of  permits  by  the  Board  may  be  subject 
to  appropriate  conditions  and  safeguards. 


ARTICLE  IX 

AMENDMENT 

This  ordinance  may  be  amended  in  accordance  with  New  Hampshire 
Revised  Statutes  Annotated,  Chapters  674,  675,  (formerly  Chapter  31), 
which  provides  that  amendments  to  the  ordinance  shall  be  enacted  in 
the  same  manner  and  under  the  same  procedures  as  the  ordinance  itself. 

ARTICLE  X 

Every  legal  person,  whether  individual,  corporate  or  other  shall  be  fin- 
ed Ten  Dollars  ($10.00)  for  the  use  of  the  Town  of  Eaton  for  each  day  any 
violation  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinace  exists.  A  thirty  (30)  day  grace 
period  will  be  allowed,  after  official  notification  by  the  Board  of  Select- 
men before  fine  is  imposed.  (as  amended  3/13/79) 
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ARTICLE  XI 

The  invalidity  of  any  provision  of  this  ordinance  shall  not  affect  the 
validity  of  any  other  provisions. 

ARTICLE  XII 

DEFINITIONS 

In  this  ordinance  the  following  terms  shall  have  the  following  mean- 
ings: 

Alteration:  Any  structural  change  or  rearrangement  in  the  walls,  roof, 
ceiling,  floor,  beams,  columns,  exterior  architectural  features  and 
exit  facilities.  Alteration  includes  the  movement  of  any  building, 
except  mobile  homes  and  trailers,  from  one  location  to  another. 

Accessory  Building:  A  detached,  subordinate  building  located  on  the 
same  lot  as  the  major  building,  and  the  use  of  which  is  incidental 
and  subordinate  to  that  of  the  main  building  or  use  of  the  land. 

Accessory  Use:  A  land  use  located  on  the  same  lot  which  is  incidental 
and  subordinate  to  the  main  building  or  use  of  the  land. 

Building:  Any  structure  having  a  roof  and  intended  for  the  shelter, 
housing  or  enclosure  of  persons,  animals  or  chattel. 

Community  Wastewater  System:  A  non-municipal  wastewater  collec- 
tion, treatment,  and  disposal  system  that  serves  an  average  of  at 
least  twenty  five  (25)  individuals  daily  year  round  or  that  has  at 
least  fifteen  (15)  service  connections. 

Community  Water  Supply:  A  non-municipal  water  supply  system  that 
serves  an  average  of  at  least  twenty  five  (25)  individuals  daily  year 
round  or  that  has  at  least  fifteen  (15)  service  connections. 

Dwelling:  A  building  designed  or  used  as  the  place  of  residence  for 
one  or  more  families.  Any  multi-residential  structure  may  contain 
no  more  than  two  (2)  family  units. 

Dwelling  Unit:  A  dwelling  or  portion  thereof  designed  or  used  for  one 
family. 

Family:    One  or  more  persons  occupying  a  dwelling  unit  and  living  as  a 
single  non-profit  housekeeping  unit. 
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Farm:  Any  parcel  of  land  containing  at  least  ten  (10)  acres  which  is 
used  for  the  raising  of  agricultural  products,  livestock,  poultry  and 
dairy  products,  and  including  necessary  farm  structures  and 
storage  of  equipment. 

Home  Occupation:  Any  use  conducted  entirely  within  a  dwelling  or  an 
accessory  building  which  is  clearly  incidental  and  secondary  to  the 
use  of  the  dwelling  for  dwelling  purposes  and  does  not  change  the 
character  thereof,  and  in  connection  with  which  there  is  no  outside 
display  or  storage,  nor  emission  of  dust,  noise,  fumes,  vibration  or 
smoke  beyond  the  lot  line. 

Industry:  A  building  or  land  area  in  which  industrial  operations  of 
manufacturing,  processing,  assembly,  packaging,  finishing, 
treating  or  compounding  take  place. 

Lake  Shore  Area:  Any  area  within  500  feet  of  the  average  high  water 
level  of  a  lake  or  pond:  an  area  to  be  determined  by  projecting  a 
line  perpendicular  to  the  average  high  water  level  of  lake  or  pond. 

Lot:  A  parcel  of  land  occupied  or  capable  of  being  occupied  by  one 
building  or  use,  and  the  building  or  uses  accessory  thereto  in- 
cluding such  open  spaces  and  yards  as  are  required  by  this  or- 
dinance. A  lot  may  or  may  not  be  the  land  shown  or  described  as  a 
lot  on  a  recorded  deed  or  plot. 

Mobile  Home:  A  vehicular,  portable  structure  whether  placed  on  per- 
manent foundations  or  not,  but  which  can  be  moved  as  a  unit  on 
its  own  wheels,  designed  for  use  as  a  year  round  family  dwelling 
unit.  Sectional  Homes,  Modular  Homes  and  Prefabricated  Homes 
are  excepted. 

Non  Conforming  Use:  A  structure  or  land  that  while  lawfuly  occu- 
pied by  a  use,  does  not  conform  to  the  regulations  of  the  district  in 
which  it  is  located. 

Parking  Space:  An  off-street  space  available  for  the  parking  of  one 
motor  vehicle  and  having  an  area  of  not  less  than  200  square  feet 
exclusive  of  the  necessary  internal  and  access  driveways  and 
passageways. 

Recreational  Vehicles:  Camping  Trailers,Tent  Trailers,  Motor  Homes, 
Campers  or  any  vehicular  structures  designed  as  temporary  dwell- 
ings for  travel,  recreation  or  vacation  use.  All  Recreational  Vehicles 
must  be  registered  by  a  state  motor  vehicle  department. 
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Recreational  Vehicle  or  Tenting  Area:  A  tract  of  land  where  one  or 
more  recreational  vehicles  or  tents  are  placed  or  a  tract  of  land 
which  is  used  or  intended  for  the  purposes  of  supplying  to  the 
public  spaces  for  two  or  more  recreational  vehicles  or  tents. 

Sign:  Any  device  for  visual  communication  that  is  used  for  the  pur- 
pose of  bringing  the  subject  thereof  to  the  attention  of  the  public. 

Slope:  The  steepness  of  land  surface.  Slope  is  expressed  in  percent  by 
dividing  the  change  in  elevation  in  a  given  distance  by  that  given 
distance  and  multiplying  by  100.  For  the  purposes  of  this  regula- 
tion the  slope  of  a  tract  of  land  shall  be  determined  by  finding  the 
average  slope  across  each  proposed  lot,  excluding  wetlands, 
measured  perpendicular  to  two  (2)  foot  contours.  For  lots  with 
variable  elevation,  the  composite  average  slope,  excluding 
wetlands,  will  be  used  to  compute  minimum  lot  size. 

Soil  Type:  As  defined  by  the  National  Cooperative  Soil  Survey.  When 
a  lot  has  more  than  one  soil  type,  the  predominant  soil  type  will  be 
controlling. 

Soil  Type  Determination:  The  soil  type  as  determined  by  a  qualified 
soil  scientist  or  other  qualified  individual  as  designated  by  the  Car- 
roll County  Conservation  District  using  the  standards  of  the  Na- 
tional Cooperative  Soil  Survey. 

Street:  A  public  or  private  thoroughfare  which  affords  the  principal 
means  of  access  to  abutting  property. 

Structure:  Anything  constructed  or  erected,  the  use  of  which  requires 
location  on  the  ground  or  attachment  to  something  having  location 
on  the  ground. 

Subdivision:  As  defined  by  the  Town  of  Eaton  Subdivision  Regula- 
tions. 

Wetlands:  Lands  containing  soils  classified  by  the  National  Coopera- 
tive Soil  Survey  as  poorly  drained  or  very  poorly  drained,  in- 
cluding fresh  water  marshes  or  alluvial  soils. 

Woodlot:  A  tract  of  land  available  for  growth  and  harvesting  of  trees 
and  tree  products,  including  either  unmanaged  tracts  or  those  managed 
as  tree  farms. 
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Yard:  A  required  open  space  parallel  to  the  lot  lines  which  is  open  to 
the  sky  and  unoccupied  and  unobstructed  by  any  building  or 
buildings. 

Yard,  Front:  An  open  space  between  the  building  and  front  lot  line, 
extending  the  full  width  of  the  lot,  or  in  case  of  a  corner  lot,  exten- 
ding along  all  streets. 

Yard,  Rear:  A  yard  extending  the  full  width  of  the  lot  and  situated 
between  the  main  building  and  the  rear  lot  line. 

Yard,  Side:  An  open  space  between  the  building  and  a  side  lot  line, 
extending  from  the  front  yard  to  the  rear  yard.  Any  yard  not  a  rear 
yard  or  a  front  yard  shall  be  deemed  a  side  yard. 

Yards,  Depth  or  Width  of:  The  depth  of  front  and  rear  yard  and  the 
width  of  side  yards,  shall  be  measured  perpendicularly  to  the 
respective  lot  lines. 

ARTICLE  XIII 

EFFECTIVE  DATE 

This  ordinance  shall  take  effect  upon  its  passage  (March  6,  1973). 

The  Land  Use  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Eaton,  adopted  March  10, 
1970  shall  be  repealed  upon  the  effective  date  of  this  ordinance  except  as 
may  be  provided  herein.
